HAMAS denied yesterday it had 
decided to participate in Palestin- 
ian elections in the territories. 

“We deny this .. this is not 
truc,”’ Hamas spokesman [bra~ 
him Ghosheh said when asked 
about remarks by PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat that Hamas would 
take part in the vote for an 82- 
member Palestinian Council. 

‘Hamas's position vis-a-vis the

He said Hamas rejects the bal- 
lot, because “‘it is in implementa- 
tion of the Oslo accord and be-

But a Hamas spokesman in 
Gaza said he did not role out the 
possibility of participating in ‘the 
election. 

Palestinians in Gaza said the 
apparent discrepancy was due to 
differences within Hamas. 

“The most important thing is 
that they have a decision to par- 
ticipate with all their capability in 


all political including 
the elections,” Arafat told re- 
porters in 


Arafat did not clarify who 
made the decision for Hamas to 
participate in the elections. 

A Palestinian spokesman said

Ben-Eliezer slams

HOUSING Minister Binyamin 
Ben-Eliezer strongly attacked the 
Peace Now report on building in 
the territories, calling it ‘*grossly 
irresponsible’ and ‘highly 
inaccurate.” 

According to the report, 1.400 
new housing units have been 
Started since the beginning of the 
year in Jewish settlements over 
the Green Line, most of them in 
the Greater Jerusalem area.

This project should be stopped 
in its tracks by everyone con- 
cerned with Jerusalem's history. 

Not that the project itself is 
bad; on the contrary, it is marvel- 
ous, provided it is well done. And 
not even the cost is too high. Do- 


ing it well will cost money. 


Bat the sin is that the touristic 
interests that inevitably — and 
properly ~ lie behind this project 
are not making appropriate pro- 
vision to support the archeologi- 
cal enterprise that made the park 
possible in the first place. 

In short, Jerusalem, Israel, and 
the world owe a tremendous debt 
to the archeologisis who made 
the finds that will be featured in 
this park, Yet the archeological 
excavations that made this park 
possible are suffering acutely 
from a lack of funds, which in 
tum threatens the loss of several 
chapters in Jernsalem’s history. 

Since Jerusalem was reunified 
in 1967, Israeli archeologists have 
conducted three major excava- 
tions there ~ at the southern wall 
of the Temple Mount under the 
direction of Prof. Benjamin Ma- 
zar; in the Jewish Quarter of the 
Old City under the direction of 
Prof. Nahman Avigad; and in the 
oldest part of Jerusalem, the City 
of David, under the direction of 
Prof. Yigal Shiloh. 
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All three died without publish- 
ing the scientific reports of their 
excavations. It has rightly beeo 


said that to dig, without _publish- 


ing a_final report_is tantamount to 
looting. If the. information from a 
dig is not published, it is lost 
forever. 

J do not mean to single out 
these three. The problem is en- 
demic. Kathleen Kenyon, the 
famous British archeologist. who 
excavated in the City of David in 
the 1960s, also died without pub- 
lishing, her final report To this 
day, the most important and sig- 
nificant part of her dig remains 
unpublished, more than 30 years 
after the pick hit the turf. 

Israel has an obligation to see 
that these excavations are prop- 


quate funds are still unavailable 
for proper scientific publication 
of the results. Why? 

Shiloh's dig in‘ the City of King 
David: suffers similarly, althoagh 
the philanthropic backing of 
Mendel’ Kaplan, former head of 
the Jewish Agency, will insure 
that something is eventually 
done. But more than this is need- 
ed. The dig ended when Shiloh 
tragically died at 50. Is more 
work required before this dig is 
halted? 


The City of David contains 
tombs that may have been the 
final resting place of David, Solo- 
mon, and the early kings of Ju- 
dah.

Mazar, 
who recently died at 89, for all his 
brilliance, organizing skill, and 
high scholarship, was not a great 
field archeologist. As a result, his 
greatest triumph — the dig at the 
southern wall — was also his great- 
est failure. : 

As every archeologist in [srael 
knows, but talks about only pri- 
vately, this site was not well dug. 
Mazar dug too much, too fast, 
and without adequate records. 
He also fell out with his field di- 
rector, Meir Ben-Dov. To make 
tatters worse, some of the exca- 
vation records were destroyed in 
ἃ fire. Most archaeologists say 
that, based on what has survived, 
this dig simply cannot be pub- 
lished; the materials are not 
there, 

This is partly tue, but only 
partly. It may be impossible to 
publish a first-rate scientific re- 
port, but whatever is available, 
whatever can be salvaged, must 
be published. The distinguished 
Dutch architect/archeologist 
Leen Ritmeyer, who served as 
the excavation architect for many 
years, is thoroughly familiar with 
the records that have survived. 
He also has the invaluable knowl- 
edge that comes from being there 
when the excavation was taking 
place. He must be enlisted to 
work on the publication of this 
dig. There is no other compara- 
bie alternative. 

If there is money to make an 
archeological park in Jerusalem, 
money must first be provided to 
complete the archeological pro- 
jects that enabled the park to be 
conceived.

The narrative closes with Jo- 
nah leaving the city and building 
a but (succa) on its outskirts. God 
Prepares a gourd to protect him 
from the sun, pleasmg Jonab. But 
then God causes a worm to de- 
stroy the miraculous gourd. The 
plant dries up and the sun beats 
down so hard that Jonah wants to 
die. 

The book concludes with God 
posing a rhetorical question: If 
Jonah feels such compassion for 
the gourd plant, shouldn't God 
have compassion for the 120,000 
people of Nineveh? (Jonah 4:10- 
iL 


) 

That's how the book ends. We 
are not given Jonah’s response, 
but it is apparent that he learns to 
repent. The issues are clear. If a 
person can feel some kind of 
compassion for a dying plant -- 
and we all do — then he must 
certainly feel compassion for all 
living creatures, and especially 
for human beings. 

In the long run, however. the 
moral message he leaves with us

teams qualifying in the Bermuda 
Bowl (open division) and Venice 
Cup (women only). ἔπ the open, 
the teams represent France, the 
Netherlands, Argentina, South 
Africa, Venezuela, Indonesia, 
Australia, Italy, Sweden.

In the women’s competition, 
the teams come from Germany, 
Israel, Canada, Brazil.

Amny generals throughout his- 
tory have found relaxation by 
hosting bridge games in their 
field headquarters. These include 
Dwight Eisenhower, who later 
became president and played 
bridge at the White House. 
George Washington played 
whist, the original form of bridge, 
during—his campaigns at Valley 


Forge. 
Bridge players tend to group 


their fellows in four ways: those 
who play a strong game of bridge 
and study the game; those who 
study it but can’t reach a high 
level; those who play a strong 
game but hate to read bridge 
strategy; and those who don't 
study it and play ἃ poor game. 
The best are the first. they not 
only get the best results from tak- 
ing their tricks, but are able to 
rehash the deal for hours after- 
wards at a high level. 

The one drawback of being a 
bridge student and a strong play- 
er is the misapplication of theo- 
retical material. This week's deal 
is such a case. It comes from the 
final match of the 1980 world 
championship between the US 
and France. 

After South opened four- 
bearts, Ira Rubin, sitting West 
for the US, doubled and Paul 
Soloway (East) bid four spades. 
This went around to North, who 
bid five diamonds, a lead-direct- 
ing call, in case East-West contin- 
ued to five spades. South correct- 
ed to five hearts and West's 
double ended the auction. 

Rubin led the king of clubs and 
Soloway played the three. Rubin 
switched to the king of spades 
and Soloway played the three of 
that suit as well. Rubin, a me- 
thodical player who studies the 
game with the scrutiny of a scien- 
tist in a laboratory, was under the 
impression that his partner's 
three of spades meant two things: 
he was discouraging a continua- 
tion, because it was a low card, 
and he had an odd number of the 
suit, because it was an odd num- 
ber. (There are also four com- 
mon types of signals at trick one: 
attitude, count, suit-preference 
and some combination of these.) 

Rubin decided to take no 
chances and cashed the ace of 
spades. This was ruffed by South, 
but Rubin survived, because the 
spade discard that he set up was 
good for only one diamond dis- 
card from the South hand, and 
the defense scored a diamond 
trick for down one. 

Soloway, who is playing this 
week in Beijing and loves to play 
the game more than talk about it, 
claimed afterwards that his four- 
spade bid could have been a four- 
card suit, and so the two-way sig-

If 
you're lucky, you may encounter 
the rarer citrine wagtail. 

On Mount Hermon, you can 
observe several species that sim- 
ply do not appear elsewhere in 
Israel: woodlarks, white-throated 
robins, black redstarts, blue rock 
thrush, somber tits, rock nut- 
hatches, pale rock sparrows, 
Tristram’s serin, crimson-win; 
finches and rock buntings. 


We must not forget the Kinne- 
ret shore, the Golan Heights and 
the Jerusalem area, all of which 
yield bounties in views of migrat- 


ing species. - 

But there’s also a wealth of 
bird life to observe right in your 
own backyard. Robins and wag- 
tails fill the gardens, birds of prey 
and flights of storks pass over- 
head. re is no place in Israel 
where you cannot find avian win- 
ter guests, making this a paradise 
for bird-watchers. 


Fungus and pests mak 


NOTHER season of gar- 

dening is almost over. 

Now is the time to clean 
up the beds and get rid of the 
dead leaves and debris which 
have accumulated around the 
plants. 

Neglecting this task is an invi- 
tation to trouble. Fungus, mold, 
and the eggs of pests must not be 
allowed to spend the winter in 
your garden. 

Put on your gloves and get out 
the knee pads. This is a job which 
requires close scrutiny. Get a car- 
ton from the market and take it 
around with you. Take a pail 
along too. Into the pail put all the 
diseased leaves and anything 
which looks as though it bas been 

“chewed by bugs. When you are 
finished with this job, empty the 
pail into a plastic bag and carry it 
directly out to the can. 
Clean out the pail with hot water 
and detergent. 

Into the carton put clean leaves 
which have fallen, dead annuals, 
fallen twigs. etc. The contents of 
this box will go into the compost 
heap. Watch out for spots which 
might be mold. The rule in this 


case is “When in doubt, throw it . 


out”. You wont’ want to take a 
chance on spreading diseases 
next spring.

got one of ‘two reactions; “Can 
you bring me some Belgian choc- 
alate?" or “Why? 

It might be ἃ mistake to skip 


beer, and perhaps. most impor- 
tantly, street vendors selling 


centers — Brugge (Bruges), Bras- 
sels and Antwerp — are all about 
an hour from each other by train. 

Belgium is an un alliance 
of the economically depressed 
French-speaking Walloon area, 


koowa for its natural beauty, - 


with prosperous Flemish-speak- 
ing Flanders, known more for its 
architecture and art mnseums. 

Brugge, a city in the heart of 
Flanders, is made for meandering 
walks down winding streets and 
along canals, But don’t get off on 
the wrong foot by speaking to the 
otherwise friendly locals in 
French. : 

Tourists are treated to build- 
ings largely preserved in their 
original medieval condition, par- 
ticularly in the city’s two central 
souares, the Markt and the Burg. 

The massive Belfry, a secular 
tribute to the power and riches of 
13th century Brogge, dominates 
the Markt, 

We climbed the 350 steps to the 
top for a panoramic view of the 
city’s canals and streets lined with 
rowhouses. After we recovered, 
we treated ourselvés to a large 
cone of frites with a. dollop of 
mayonnaise at the friture stand in 
the square below. 

Although almost every street 
in Brugge leads visitors back in 
time and through expensive bou- 
tiques that cater to well-heeled 
tourists, the Zuidzandstraat 15 
probably the ritziest, with leather 
goods, fine linen and -rich choco- 
late shops on almost every ‘block. 
Brugge is still known for its Jlace- 
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brands of domestic’

Today, Brugge is one of Bel- 
gium’s most popular tourist desti- 
nations, and the throngs of tour- 
ists can diminish its charm. 
During peak tourist season, hotel 
Tooms might be hard to come by 
unless you reserve, but visitors 
can always make a day tip from 
nearby Ghent or Brussels, using 
Belgium’s elaborate and inexpen-

OUR disappointment at leaving 
Antwerp faded when we found 
Brussels” Grand Place, the city’s 
main square and center of its pe- 
destrian center, Dot Sacre. 

The Grand Place is even 
grander than either Brugge’s or 
Antwerp’s main squares. Its or- 
nate guild houses were rebuilt af- 
ter a 36-hour French bombard- 
ment in 1695 that destroyed the 
original buildings. 

On the Grand Place is the Ho- 
tel de Ville (City Hall), Maison 
du Roi (the King’s Honse), πα- 
merous guild houses including 
the Butchers’ guild house where 
Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels 
wrote the Communist Manifesto 
in 1847, the Brewers’ Museum, 
and — of great importance to to- 
day’s tourists -- a Godiva choco- 
late shop.

be found at Tel Dan and the nearby Beit Ussish- 
kin museom. 

The Dan Nature Reserve includes a large num- 
ber of pathways — a few of them wheelchair 
accessible — through lush and verdant vegetation 
at the sources of the Jordan River. 

There is such a profusion of water in the area 
that the ancient inhabitants devised a system of 
drainage channels in which the water ran through 
a complex of large rocks so that enemies could 
not gain access to the city through the channels. 

The nature reserve also encompasses the exca- 
vations at the ancient site, including a wall and 
monumental gate and a shrine, which is appar- 
ently one of the two which the Bible recounts 
that Jeroboam constructed after he seceded from 
the southem kingdom of Judea. 

The shrine itself is impressive enough, with its 
reconstructed walls and stairway and a large flat 
stone on which sacrifices apparently were 
offered. 


However, to understand what went on at the 
shrine, one must visit Beit Ussishkin, where the 
smaller finds from the excavation are displayed. 

According to the Bible, Jeroboam put a golden 
calf 00008Ih shrine. The archeologists found πὸ 


‘sands of animal bones. These bones are clearly 


golden calf, but they did find two smail figurines 
of Egyptian deities inside a jar. 

The presence of these idols seems to provide 
some verification for a passage in the Septuagint 
(the ancient Greek translation of the Bible) 
which is not found in the Hebrew text. 

This passage tells of an unsuccessful attempt 
by Jeroboam to lead a revolt during the reign of 
Solomon and of Jeroboam’s flight to Egypt, 
where he remained until Solomon’s death. Per- 
haps the Egyptian deities are evidence of the 
Egyptian influence on the northern kingdom. 

On the other hand, in the pit surrounding the 
flat stone at the shrine are the remains of thou- 


visible to the visitor, but what is not immediately 
evident is that all of the bones are those of kosher 
animals. Jeroboam may have dabbled with idola- 
try, but he appears to not have sacrificed unclean 
animals. 


Beit Ussishkin also contains a large exhibit on 
the flora and fama of the area. It also has an 
especially good audio-visual presentation on the 
history and geography of the entire area. 

Both the nature reserve and the museum are 
open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Each has an entrance 
fee of NIS 12; those who visit Beit Ussishkin first 
and bring their ticket to the nature reserve will 
receive a NIS 3 discount.

FCC ends 
‘dominant’ 
restriction 
on AT&T 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - The 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission decided unanimously yes- 
terday to end AT&T's ‘‘domi- 
nant” carrier status and to allow it 
to operate under regulations simi- 
lar to those of competing long- 
distance telephone companies. 

AT&T was raled ‘‘dominant’’ 
15 years ago when it convolled 
both jocal and long-distance ser- 
vices. The status, with its special 
regulations, was kept after its 
breakup as a way 10 give new firms 
entering the market a better 
chance to compete. 

The FCC's vote was in 
to AT&T’s petition that its ‘‘domi- 
nant” status should end because its 
competitors, chiefly Sprint Pol 


and MCT Communications Corp., 
now have some 40 percent of the 
long-distance market. 

FCC officials said the biggest 
impact of its action, to become 
effective in four to six weeks, 
would be on consumer services. 
FCC regulation of AT&T's long- 
distance business, which has been 
highly competitive for some time, 
had been gradually eased over the 
years. 

The new regulations, which had 
been expected, will enable AT&T 
to quickly impose new rates for 
consumers in competition with 
new rate offerings by its unregulat- 
ed competitors. 

Under its “‘dominami’’ status, 
AT&T was required in ‘some cases 
to wait up to 45 days to inaugurate 
new long-distance service plans, 


- giving competitors an edge to in- 


tervene and introduce their own 
new services ahead of AT&T. 

Under its new status, AT&T has 
pledged to offer special rates for 
fow-income families to some five 
million households and for cus- 
tomers who only infrequently call 
long distance. 

AT&T had argued in its request 
to end its “dominant” status that 
“burdensome and unnecessary 
regulations add hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of direct and indi- 
rect costs which ultimately must 
borne by consumers.”’ :

asset to the party, while on the 
other hand they are trying to pre- 
vent our being elected on realistic 
places on the party's list," he 
said, 


At a meeting with Rabin on 
Wednesday to discuss the terms 


of the three Ram MKs retum to 
Labor, Peretz charged Labor 
Secretary~General Nissim Zvilli 
with attempting to sabotage their 
return. He suggested to Rabin 
that he place Tourism Minister 
Uzi Baram at the head of ἃ team 
to negotiate bringing the three 
back to Labor's fold. 

Histadrut orgenization section 
chairman Pinni Shomer said yes- 
terday that Peretz’s call on Ra-

IMA: Public hospitals will have to stop 
taking patients unless government pays up 


PUBLIC hospitals will have to 
stop receiving new patients 
“within a few weeks’’ unless the 
government covers the financial 
gap caused by the health funds’ 
inability 10 pay their debts, the 
Israel Medical Association 
(IMA) warmed yesterday. 

TMA chairman Dr. Yoram Bla- 
char, after an emergency meeting 
with hospital directors, said the 
hospitals used up their budgets 
for 1995 in September. 

If the Treasury does not trans- 
fer money owed to the hospitals, 
at least some of them will have to 
close down in a few weeks, Bia- 
char said. 

No comment was available 
from the Health Ministry last 
night. 

The courts recently allowed the 
public health funds to delay pay- 
ments to hospitals because of se- 
rious shortfall in collection of

health taxes by the National In- 


surance Institute. 

Since January, the NIJ has 
been taking in health taxes in- 
stead of membership fees being 
collected from members by cach 
of the insurers. 

Blachar demanded that the 
Treasury ‘‘immediately’”’ increase 
hospital budgets by NIS 110 mil- 
lion to cover their deficits result- 
ing from a two-percent ceiling on 
expenditures this year. 

Hospital directors argue that 
Population growth, the higher 
costs of technology and the aging 
of population require a 6% annu- 
at growth in _ hospital 
expenditures.

Because the health funds are 
strapped for cash, they owe the 
hospitals hundreds of millions of 
shekels, and hospital administra- 
tors can’t pay suppliers, 

The IMA also demanded that 
the Health Ministry’s budget for 
development and geriatric ser- 
vices be increased NIS 150m. for 
1995, because money for treating 
the elderly has ron out.
